this city late this afternoon, was received 
with great surprise and some doubt as to 
its correctness by the English residents of 
New York. Mr. Edwards, the British Consul, 
was startled when he heard the report. He 
was inclined to doubt its accuracy, although 
he said he had nothing to base such an opin- 
ion upon. He expressed great relief that 
the bullet had missed its mark, if it was true 
that it had been tired. 

O'DONOVAN ROSSA 
couldn't say whether it was a Fenian act or 
not until he heard all the facts; but still he 
didn’t believe the Fenians had anything to 
do with it. Those in this country would cer- 
tainly not approve of it. When asked if he 
approved of the assasination, the blood- 
thirsty Rossa replied: 
“I SHOULD NOT SORROW MUCH

FORMER ATTEMPTS. 
THE FIRST ATTEMPT

EDWARD OXFORD, 
a half-crazy lad of 17, who deliberately fired 
two shots at the Queen as she was passing in 
a carriage on Constitution Hill. Oxford was 
found insane by ajury, and, asis the English 
custom where an acquittal is rendered on 
that ground, was ordered to be confined dur- 
ing her Majesty’s pleasure. Some fifteen 
years ago he was released from the asylum 
on condition that he would go to Australia. 

JohN FRANCIS 
fired at the Queen May 30, 1842, from the very 


spot where Oxford had stood. He was but 


a few feet from the carriage, but missed his 
aim. He was tried and condemned to death, 
but the sentence was commuted to imprison- 
ment for life. 
THE NEXT ATTEMPT 
was made the day after the mitigation of 
Francis’ punishment was announced, and 
was the work of a hunchbacked boy named 
Bean. He presented a pistol at the Queen’s 
carriage, but did not get a chance to firei~ 
The pistol was loaded with powder, paper 
tightly rammed down, and some pieces of a 
clay pipe. Bean was imprisoned for eighteen 
months.

PITNEY’S CASE. 

EITHER HE IS A LIAR IN ADDITION TO BE- 
ING A FOOL, OR JOHN SHERMAN IS A 
VERY MEAN MAN. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 2.—The follow- 
ing is a synopsis of a letter which Pitney, 
Custodian of the Treasury contingent fund, 
furnished the Treasury Commission known 
as the Meline Commission in explanation of. 
his course. Pitney is understood to have 
given substantially the same testimony in 
his examination before the Senate Commit- 
tee which is investigating the same subject. 
Pitney was removed by Secretary Windom 
last summer. Referring to the stories as to 
the purchase of supplies for Secretary Sher- 
man’s political campaign headquarters, op- 
posit the Treasury Building, Pitney, in this 
letter, says: 

The facts connected with this matter are sub- 
Stantially that some time during the month of 
January, 1880, Secretary Sherman sent for me to 
come to his room. When I presented myself to 
him de went to his private room, telling me to 
accompany him. On arriving there, Mr. Sher- 
man said to me that he was about to establish 
bis political headquarters in the Corcoran Build- 
ing, and stated that they would need some as- 
sistance in fitting up the rooms; that some fur- 
niture would be needed, and that he did not 
know just what would be required, but that be 


would give me a card of instructions to Mr. Red- 
field, 
WHO WOULD INFORM ME WHAT WAS 


WANTED. 

He then wrote on a card the following words, as 
near as I can remember: “Mr. Redfieid, intro- 
ducing Mr. Pitney. He is trustworthy und has 
my confidence. Speak to him freely.“ To this 
ecard Mr. Sherman signed his name. I carried 
the card to Mr. Redfield, in the Corcoran Build- 
ing. Mr. Redfield said it was intended to 
fit up the room he was then in, and perhaps the 
room adjoining, but that there was an objection 
tothe adjoining room, because there was no 
door opening into the hall, and that probabiy 
other rooms would be obtained, From my con- 
versation with Mr. Redfield I inferred that there 
would be needed but very littie furniture, such 
as two or three tables and about half a dozen 
chairs, to be used for the purpose mainly of ad- 
dressing public documents. I told Mr. Redfield 
that I could borrow the few articies that seemed 
to be needed. I reported this visit to Mr. Upton, 
and informed him that 


I COULD BORROW 

what little furniture was wanted from outside 
parties; that I did not think it best to take any- 
thing from the department. I was afterward 
placed in communication” with Mr. C. W. 
Moulton, brother-in-4uw of Mr. Sherman and 
President of the Sherman Committee. Mr, 
Moulton informed me that room No. lin the 
Corcoran Building had been secured, and that it 
was desired that furniture be provided for 
fitting up the room.. After some consultation 
about the articles it then appeared would be re- 
quired, and the quantity, as I understood the 
matter, being small, probably about four tables 
and eight or ten chairs, I told Mr. Moulton that 
I could borrow the articles from some dealer in 
furniture with whom I was acquainted, but that 
the matting for the floor would have to be paid 
tor. I made arrangements to borrow the tables 
and chairs and to purchase the matting. About 
this time, and before the furnishing of room

Wasuinetonr, D. C., March 2.—Mr. Platt, 
from the Committee on Patents, reported fa- 
vorably on the bill to regulate the practice 
in patents; also adversely on the bill for the 
refunding of fees in all cases of void regis- 
tration trademarks. 

Mr. Sawyer, from the Committee on Post- 
Offices, reported favorably with an amend- 
ment to the bill to provide forthe payment 
of the amount due the Burlington, Cedar 
Rapids & Northern Railroad Company for 
transportation of the United States mails. 

Mr. Gorman offered a resolution directing 
the Postmaster-General to transmit a state- 
ment giving the dinovat expended during the 
figeal year ending June 30, 1881, for special 
facilities for fast mails; a list of railroad 
companies receiving the same, and the 
amount paid each company: the additional 
service furnished by each company, if any, 
and to what extent the servi 
pedited. Also,a detailedAtatement of the 
contracts made for special fast mail facilities 
during the present mal year to date; the 
amoum to be paid § each railroad company, 
and the character of additional service to be 
performed by each company. Adopted. 

Mn. VANCE 
offered a resolution reciting the cost of col-

IN THE HOUSE. 
THE DEBATE ON THE FOREIGN POLICY OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasaincton, D. C., March,2.—There was 
along and in many respect interesting de- 
bate in the House today. The: House had 
taken up the Consular and Diplomatie Ap- 
propriation bill, the provisions of which Mr. 
Burrows, of Michigan, who has charge of 
the measure, carefully explained in a clear 
and cogent manner. Mr. Burrows deserves 
eredit not only for the excellent explanation 
of the bill which he gave today, but for the 
exctedingly valuable and interesting written 
report Which he prepared, and which, 
some time ago, was printed for the in- 
formation of the House. It is not too 
much to say that, if the members had 
read that report carefully, a very large ma- 
jority of them would. be better enlightened 
about our consular and diplomatie service 
than they have ever hitherto been; and prob- 
abty it is not too much to say that less than a 
score of the members have paid any atten- 
tion to that report. After Mr. Burrows had 
finished his speech he intimated that he un- 
derstood certain members of the House de- 
sired opportunity for general debate, and he 
was willing to yield for that purpose. There-

tries before named. Of course this showing 
indicated that the balance of trade between 
the United States and those countries is 
largely in their favor. Mr. Whitthorne con-

‘The Tennessee Congressman, wart- 
ly approving what Mr. Blaine, as Secretary 
of State, had done in regard to South Amer- 
ican affairs and to a congress of American 
States, expressed his regret that the present 
Administration, “bewildered by the shad- 
ows of Wall street, showed a disposition to 
reverse or modify the foreign policy of its 
predecessor.” Mr.Whitthorne’sindorsement 
of Blaine’s policy was, possibly, not without 
politicat significa nce. 
. ABRAM 8. HEWITT 
¥followed in a speech mainly devoted to the 
glorification of the policy of the Democratic 
party during the time it controlled the 
National Administration in regard to the 
rights and immunities of naturalized citizens. 
Taking for his text the doctrine laid down 
by Marcy in the Kostza case, and figuratively 
patting the Democratic party on the back for 
a vigorous assertion of the right of natural- 
ized citizens, Mr. Hewitt contrasted that pol- 
icy with what he called the supineness and 
timidity of the Republican party, and he de- 
clared that the law of 1808, 
THE FIRST LAW, 
by the way, ever enacted, by the American 
Congress asserting, unqualifiedly, the right 
of expatriation, had been forced through the 
House by a Democrat. Considering that the 
Congress which passed that law had a Re- 
publican majority of more than two-thirds, 
Mr. Hewitt’s assertions were singularly 
amusing. Mr. Hewitt then attacked some 
provisions of the Consular and Diplomatic bill, 
and especially the law which authorizes Con- 
suls to collect fees for their services to Amer- 
ican vessel-owners. He also complained of 
the niggardily provision made for the diplo- 
matic service, declaring our Ministers abroad 
are not able respectably to maintain them- 
selves at foreign capitals on the salaries now 
allowed. When Mr. Hewitt sat down, 
MR. ORTH, OF INDIANA, 
rose to reply to the political part of the New 
York member's speech. In the course of his 
remarks Mr. Orth said it was not a new thing 
tor the Democratic party finally to indorse 
and swear by the legislation placed on the 
statute book by the Republican party, and 
even claim it as their own.

Orth was sit- 
ting on the Democratic side of the House 
when he began his speech, and he remained 
there to finish it, standing in the aisle be- 
tween the seats occupied by Holman and 
Stockslagef. As ne poured hot shot into the 
Indiana Copperheads, and recalled the his- 
tory of their conspiracy to assasinate Gov. 
Morton and turn over the control of the State 
to Rebel sympathizers during the darkest 
days of the Rebellion, Stockslager sprang to 
his feet. impetuously denying the assertions 
made by Orth, and, in his excitement, going 
so far as to declare that the conspiracy to 
release the Rebel prisoners from Camp Mor- 
ton was really a device of Gov. Morton and 
other Repubiican leaders. For some minutes 
it was give and take between Stockslager and 
Holman on one side and Orth on the other, and 
considerable excitement was manifested in 
all parts.of the House. When the show was 
over and Mr. Kasson had obtained the floor, 
Stockslager and Orth remained for some 
time with interlocked arms, pleasantly but 
earnestly fighting their battles over again. 
KASSON MADE A CAPITAL SPEECH, 
as he always does. He complimented the 
speech delivered by Whitthorne earlier in 
the day, but said that in one respect he must 
criticise it. Mr. Whitthorne, he said, had 
deplored the change of policy in regard to 
South American affairs initiated by 
the present Secretary of State. In 
language which was ‘entirely courteous 
and diplomatic, but the meaning 
of which could hardly be misunderstood, 
Mr. Kasson went on to say that when the 
present Secretary of State came into office, 
and before he had time thoroughly to exam- 
ine the secret correspondence of the depart- 
ment, he had discovered that a policy was in 
process of execution which threatened the 
danger of a war between the United States 
and one of the States of South America.

Mr. Kasson then griticised- that part of the 
Consular and Diplomatic bill which provides 
that the Consuls-General at Vienna and the 
capitals of the other first-class Powers in 
Northern Europe shall act as Secretaries of 
Legations also. This, Mr. Kasson said, would 
cause confusion and be detrimentai both to 
the Diplomatic and the Consular service, two 
branches which are entirely distinct, one 
having to deal with the political relations be- 
tween the United States and foreign coun- 
tries and the other with the commercial rela- 
tions. Mr. Kasson related several instances 
from his own personal experience, and drew 
upon the fund of information which he had 
gathered when Minister to Austria to. show 
the necessity that Secretaries of Legations 
should be maintained as separate officers of 
the diplomatic service. 
GOV. CURTIN, 
who was formeriy Minister to Russia, fol- 
lowed in his maiden speechi, taking the same 
ground as that occupied by Minister Kasson 
in regard to Secretaries of Legation, and 
strongly recommending that nothing should 
be done to lower the dignity of our diplo- 
matic service. Towards the close of his re- 
marks Gov. Curtin grew eloquent with a de- 
scription of the power and glory which the 
United States are destined to achieve, and 
declared that “the Emperor and —— 
business is almost played out,” a period 


| which drew applause from his political asso- 
ciates.

‘There 
will be those who will be able to see in this 
some of those lines of new departure“ of 
which we have recently heard so much, 
FURTHER NOTES OF THE DEBATE.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March .- There was a 
good deal of confusion this morning owing 
to members demanding recognition of the 
Speaker.

But Garfield 
was dead, and Biaine was no longer Secre- 
tary of State. The great West and enter- 
prising Eust did not govern. It was the 
shadow of Wall street, the speculative capi- 
tal, the fear of offense to foreign nations 
that withheld the brave words which the 
representatives of power, energy, and honor 
had spoken. The United States would not 
move when honor, cOmmerce, and trade de- 
manded protection, lest, forsooth, the jeal- 
otisy and ill-will of some foreign Power 
should be create. Was there a lower 
depth to be reached? Let it be said to the 
honor of the late Administration that it 
seemed to have been imbued with the doc- 
trines of the old patriots whose deeds illus- 
trated with lustre the greatest and brightest 
pages of American history.

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
HOW THE GOLDBUGS VE WORKED THEIR 
CONSPIRACY AG THE PEOPLE. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. * 

WASMNGTON. D. C., March 2.—A very ex- 
traordinary document was sent to the House 
today. It convicts the Treasury Department 
of a clear violation of the letter of the law 
which authorized the coinage of the silver 
dollar and made ita legal-tender. The act 
of Feb, 28, 1878, provided, among other 
things, that “ The Secretary of the Treasury 
is authorized and directed to purchase, from 
time to time, silver bullion at the market 
price thereof of not less than $2,000,000 worth 
per month, and cause the same to be 
coined monthly, as fast as so pur 
chased, into such dollars.’ The law 
further provided that the amount of money 
at any one time invested in such silver bul- 
lion, exclusive of such resulting coin, shall 
not exceed $5,000,000,” 

IT HAS BEEN REPEATEDLY CHARGED 
in many quarters that the law whieh pro- 
vided for coinage of the standard silver 
dotiars was violated in that a smaller amount 
of silver bullion was purchased and a smaller 
amount of dollars coined in many months 
than the law required. Tue Tamer has 
insisted at different times that this must be 
the case. It has never been possible to prove 
it. It is possible to prove it now, 
and the proof is not a matter of argument. 
It is an open confession, a copy of records 
of the Treasury. From this record it appears 
that for a very considerable number of 
months 

THE LAW WAS VIOLATED, 

both as to the purchase of, bullion and as to 
the coinage of silver dollars. The law was 
mandatory, not discretionary. The law was 
directory as to months. It did not per- 
mit of the law of general average. It pro- 
vided that the minimum amount of bullion 
to be purchased and the minimum amount of 
silver dollars to be coined each. month 
should be $2,000,000, Yet in the month of 
June, 1879, the value of bullion purchased 
was only $259,399, one-quarter of a million in 
round numbers, or $1,500,000 below require- 
ments of the law. In the month of April, 
1879, the purchase,of bullion was only $473,- 
307. During the period between March, 1878, 
and December 1881, 

THERE WER® TWENTY-TWO MONTHS 
when the worth of the bullion purchased 
was less than $2,000,000. These were twenty- 
two distinct violations of law. In the month 
of April, 1878, the worth of the bullion pur- 
chased was $6,640,454, which was a violation 
of the law, in that the purchase exceeded the 
authorized maximum. It is true that, taking 
the period from March, 1878, when the law 
went into effect, to Dec. 31, 1881, the average 
of bullion purchases came within the re- 
quirements of the law. If the Secretary. of 
the Treasury was to be allowed to in- 
terpret the law on the principle of 
general avem@ee, he might decline to 
purchase for eleven months, and make a 
purchase large enough in the twelfth. month 
to make his average. Meanwhile, it is un- 
necessary to say that 
THERE MIGHT BE SERIOUS DEMORALIZATION 
in the bullion market. If the amount of sil- 
ver dollars coined each month for the period 
named is examined, similar violations of law 
will be seen. There were a number of 
months when the amount coined was belo w 
the minimum of the law. There was but one 
month Re * coinage reached $3,000,000, 
and ther@ was no month when the maximum 
of $4,000,000 was coined. The friends of 
the silver dollar long since had reason 
to think the law had been violated in the 
particulars indicated. Someof them deter- 
mined to discover the fact, if possible. A 
month ago 

JUDGE BELFORD, OF COLORADO, 

the most energetic of the bimetailists, intro- 
duced a resolution which was so carefully 
drawn that the Treasury Department could 
not withhold any information. The Com- 
mittee on Coinage speedily and unanimotsly 
reported to the House in favor of its adop- 
tion, and the House passed it without abjec- 
tion. The answer to the resolution was 
transmitted to the House today. Judge 
Belford said tonight that his object 
in introducing the resolution had 
been merely to get statistics for 
use when the silver question came up for 
discussion, and that he was astounded at the 
showihg. He said be could not understand 
it: but, on its face, it. seemed to show a 
flagrant violation of the law of 1878 He 
said: 

Of course, the Secretary of the Treasury is re- 
sponsible for the failure to carry out the pro- 
visions of the law. His duty is specific, The 
law says he must make a certain purchase—not 
that his average purchase must be equal in 
value to a certain sum. The law is not 
a law of averages. Averages will not 
do. If they did he might go to work and stop 
purcbasing silver for twelve months, and 


THEN PURCHASE $34,000,000 IN A LUMP, 
This is not what was contemplated by the law. 
The effect of such a purchase as that of April, 
1878, of more than $6,500,000 would be to raise 
the price of silver very much. Under the law 
the purchase should not be leas than $2,000,000 
nor more than $4,000,000, and the holders of, sil- 
ver bullion and mine-operators made their cal- 
culations on these figures. When, in addi- 
tion to the commercial demand for silver, 
the Government comes into the market asa 
purchaser of nearly $3,000,000 in one month in 
excess of the highest figure it was expected to 
purchase under the law, the effect must be to 
send the price up. In the months in which pur- 
chases fell so far below the lowest figure allowed 
by the law there would be a glut In the market, 
and prices would go down. 

IF ANY COLLUSION EXISTED 
between the Treasury officials and the hoiders 
of bullion, information as to the amount of 
montuly purchases would be worth money to 
the silver men. There's a “nigger in the wood- 
pile” somewhere, but I can’t see where just 
yet. Il beable to tell better after I’ve exam- 
ined the statement thoroughly.

The greatest indigna- 
tion has been aroused in England by this 
d ly attempt on the life of the Queen, a 
feeling which will be fully shared in this 
country. The motives whieh induced Me- 
Lean to attempt the murder are unknown.

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Tur railroads are evidently wasting a good 
deal of effort, and their attorneys are strain- | 
ing their ingenuity neediesiy, in the move- 
ment to defeat National legislation for the 
regulation of the railroad common carriers. 
There is good reason to believe that Congress 
will avail itself of the thiunest pretext for 
avoiding its responsibility to the peopie in 
this matter. The best evidence of this dis- 
position is to be found in the utter neglect of 
the outrageous extortion which has been 
practiced for years by the Pacific Railroads, 
which were built with public money and are 
operated under the immediate authority of 
Congress. The acts of Congress chartering 
these companies expressly reserve the right 
to alter, amend, or repeal, and place the right 
of Congress to regulate tolls and fares be- 
| yond all dispute; yet a persistent and defiant 
system of extortion has been maintained 


| without so much as a protest on the part 


of Congress. The Government furnished 
the money and lands to construct the roads, 
and the stock does not represent the invest- 
ment of scarcely a dollar. The people have, 
consequently, the highest claim to protec- 
tion. Yet these Pacific Railroads have main- 
tained passenger rates at the exorbitant fig- 
ure of five to eight cents a mile, and made 
freight rates so high that it has been found 
cheaper to ship goods from the West by way 
of New York and around Cape Horn and 
thus into the interier of California and Ne- 
yada than to submit to the practical confis- 
cation by the transcontinental railroads. 
Nevertheiess, Congress, with full authority 
to act, has never interfered to protect from 
this robbery the people who furnished the 
money to build the roads. Looking at the 
railroad question from this point of view, it 
must be admitted that there is small prospect 
for Congressional regulation of railroads 
which were not constructed with public

1 m BLANKET MORTGAGE 
There was on ——ů— a meeting at the 
rooms of the Citizens’ Association, at which 
a committee of 100 citizens was ordered to be 
appointed to wait upon the Governor of the 
State and request that in his call for the extra 
session of the Legisiature he would include 
the question of amending the Constitution of 
Ininolis to the extent of allowing the City of 
Chicago to borrow money to increase its 
water and sewerage improvements. A ma- 
jerity of the Common Council had a few 
days previously passed a resolution to the 
same effect, demanding the right to spread a 
ten million blanket mortgage on the prop- 
erty of the people. 

Should the Governor come to Chicago 
within a few days this delegation, headed by 
the Mayor and escorted by the Aldermen, 
will visit him at his hotel on this mortgage 
mission. In case he does not come to Chica- 
go, the procession will probably light down 
on him in Springfield. 

In the resolution of the meeting there was 
no designation of any particular sum to-be 
borrowed by the city. The friends of the 
scheme very properly suggest that, it the 
Constitution of the State is to be changed, it 
is not worth doing so for merely borrowing 
a pittance, and that certainly not less than 
$10,000,000 would justify the resort to the 
extraordinary proceeding. 

An eminent statesman in the East, speak- 
ing of amateur efforts at reforming Govern- 
ments, made substantially the statement that 
“Nothing can be more astounding than the 
stolid ignorance concerning matters which 
do ngt come within the immediate sphere of 
their business which characterizes the 
wholesale merchants, bankers, and leading 
business-men of New York.” 

This proposition to change the Constitution 
of the State is a serious one at any time, but 
more particularly when the proposition is to 
| strike out one of the wisest and best provis- 
jons of the whole Constitution—that which 
places a restriction upon the power of munic - 
pal Aidermen to mortgage the property of the 
people and borrow mouey to be expended at 
the discretion of a majority of the City Coun- 
cil. No higher act of legislation is commit- 
ted to a legislative body than that of prepar- 
ing and submitting to a vote of the people of 
| the State an amendment changing or revolu- 
tionizing, as is proposed. in this case, the 
whole constitutional policy of the State. 

Such a change should not be proposed in any 
case by the Legislature unless the matter had 
been previously well discussed by the people, 
and certainly not at a special session of a 
Legislature which had finished all its busi- 
ness except in regard to a single subject, 
which was not in a position for legislative 
action at the time of the regular session. 

The Governor will need a most pressing 
emergency, affecting directly the people of 
the whole State, to warrant him in conven- 
ing the Legislature in extraordinary session 
to consider an amendment to the Constita- 
tion asked for only by a portion of the peo- 
ple of a single county, and that portion the 
municipal officers who will have the disere- 
tionary power of expending the many millions 
proposed to be borrowed by giving a mort- 
wag on the property of the people of this 

The Governor will understand that this ap- 
plication is for an amendment removing from 
the City of Chicago the restriction upon 
creating more municipal debt. Thatsuch an 


scoot te mana’ a8 8 scheme to amend the Trade 
Constitution so to have a separate Consti- 
tution in force in Chicago alone, For to 
enlarge that scheme so as ta strike down all 
restriction on municipal debts’ is too great

The association whose most respectable 
and numerous committee is to labor with 
the Governor, if asked what the ten 
millions of dollars are to be expended 
for, will make the only answer they can: 
“For water and sewerage.” If further 
asked if they have any plan of water-supply 
matured: if it is to come from the lake; if 
they have any estimate of cost; if they are to 
extend the présent tunnels into greater and 
what depth—will answer very correctly in 
the negative. If asked who is to mature the 
plans for the water-supply and for the sew- 
erage system, they will answer: the Board 
of Aldermen? andif asked if this Board of 
Aldermen is the game so often denounced as 
dishonest and corrupt, and whose legislation 
is bought and sold, they will have to assure 
the Governor that it is the same board; that 
the expenditure of the ten millions obtained 
on the proposed mortgage will be exclusive- 
ly within the discretion of a majority of 
these same Aldermen. The Governor will 
doubtless be thus strongly impressed with 
the urgency and desirability of amending 
the Constitution of Illinois at the earliest 
moment, to enable the said Aldermen to im- 
pose a ten-million mortgage upon poster-

The Governor is not likely to accept this 
memorial of the alleged 100 persons as in- 
dicative of the feelings and opinions of the 
half-million people of this city on this ques- 
tion, especially oh a matter so important as 
is involved in a radical change of the State 
Constitution. That part of the Constitution 
which these persons ask to have stricken 
out is exactly that part which the people of 
every State in the Union which has made a 
new constitntion since 1870 have copied into 
their State Constitution as a protection 
against the horrible abuses, frauds, and cor- 
ruptions of municipal govéknments issuing 
blanket mortgages on towns ‘and borrowing 
and expending money at their discretion. 
The Governor of Lilinois is not likely to join 
with the 100 in any attempt to break down 
this wholesome restriction without some 
more substantial expression of the opinions 
of the 90,900 other voters of Chicago. The safe 
and sound pay-as-you-go principle had better 
not be discarded upon a sudden freak or 


whim.

JUMBO, OR WAR! 


J. At last the show business has brought us 


to the verge of war with England. Nobody 
ever suspected Barnum of being a: danger- 
ous character. His genial countenance has 
for thirty years or more stared the Ameri- 
can people in the face from show-bills, where, 
in a fatherly sort of way, he has appeared as 
the good genius of giants, dwarfs, bearded 
women, india-rubber men, skeletong. speci- 
mens of obesity, elephants, lions, tigers, 
birds of paradise, white mite, and monkeys. 

Americans are proud of Barnum; they love 
him because of his preéminence among the 
world’s showmen. They ¢ongratulate him 
when he procures a fresh calf, with three 
heads and only one leg. amd shey don’t in- 
quire too closely as to how the extra heads 
are sewed on, or hunt too inquisitively 
for the bald spots where the missing Jegs 
were cut off. Of course, Barnum’s fellow- 
countrymen desire that he should have in his 
collection the smallest dwarfs, the tallest 
giants, the thinnest skeletons, the thickest 
fat men, the *‘beardedest’”? women, the big- 
gest elephant, and the smallest mouse. But 
they don’t want their passion for the marvel- 
ons gratified at the expense of a bloody war 
with England. 0 

Barnum should reflect upon our relation- 
ship to England; she is our mother, our sis- 
ter, and our brother—so to speak. The 
blarsted Britisheris our equsin. Blood is 
thicker than water,” vou know. We haven't 
any doubt of our ability to “ lick ” the old 
lion in about the time it takesa big dog to 
wag his little tail. But England is in doubt 

as to whether she can “lick” the Yankee 
eagle in a whole year of Sundays. And this 
is the reason why we should not give need- 
less offense to the pride of the Britisher. He 
is a hot-blooded animal notwithstanding his 
great age. When he was young he could 
“lick” his weight in wildpats, but he is old 

gouty now, and can't liek anybody. 

If F. T. and J. B. could meet on neutral 
ground and have their quarrel out in prize- 
ring fashion without embroiling their re- 
spective nations, no serious objection would 
be interposed. But Barnum’s proposition to 
deprive the London Zodlogiieal Society of its 
ten-ton elephant Jumbo, who is twelve feet 
high, has touened the heart of every British- 
er in the Empire, and excited him to a degree 
of rage which it is appalling to contemplate. 

It must be admitted that the Zodlogical 
Society has, as it were, made an ass of it- 
self. Those old animal-keepers should have 
known better than to even enter into a nego- 
tiation for the sale of the biggest elephant in 
the world to America. They might have 
sold him to any other nation—France, Ger- 
many. Russia, China, or Japan—without 
causing John Bull so much as to switch his 
tail in anger. But to sell him to America, 
perhaps to be sent down to the isthmus, 
there to defy England to attempt to enforce 
the provisions of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty— 
that is too much! Butthe explanation of the 
reason which actuated them is worse than 
the original offense; it is adding insult to in- 
jury. Say these superaunuated old officials: 
“Jimbo is dangerous; we don’t dare to 
keep him.“ What a confession in behalf of 
the British nation! 

It is evidently the opinion of British court 
circles that Mr. Barnum would content him- 
self with a suit for damages, and that so the 
difficulty would be settled by a money ver- 
dict, Wefear this would not be Barnum’s 
course at all. He would more probably un- 
dertake to bring a suit in replevin to secure 
Jumbo’s body. This would precipitate a 
crisis in the.event of judgment in Barnum’s 
favor, for Great Britain has no doubt deter- 
mined to prevent the deportation of the 
gigantic elephant by fair meansorfoul. As 
an excuse for the employmentof foul means, 
it is given out in advance that Jumbo will be 
obstinate and refuse to leave London. But 
this is a mere trick. ‘There is no doubt that 
the moment Jumbo catches Barnum’s eye he 
will follow him with the docility of a lamb. 
llis elephantship may enjoy the terror with 
which he inspires the Britisher individually 
and collectively; but it will be a still greater 
satisfaction to him to become the pride of a 
people who will respect but not fear him. 
The honorof Americais in the hands of 
Barnum, and the peace of two great nations 
is at stake! 

Ir may de admitted that the bucket-shops 
work great injury to the community through 
a small imitation of certain Board-of-Trade 
operations. The price of a membership on 
the Board of Trade is $5,000, and the smallest 
transaction recogaſzed is the sale or purchase 
of 5,000 bushels of grain and other property 
in proportion. The price of breadstuffs and 
produce is made for the country by -the 
Boards of Trade, and the bulk of the com- 
modities handled by the men who 
constitute these institutions.

reach the Board of Trade. It will be in the 
interest of the, community to suppress the 
bucket-shops, while it certainly would not 
be for the public interest to suppress the 
Board of Trade. At the same time it will be 
wiser for the authorities, both judicial and 
executive, to assure the suppression of the 
faro-banks and the other recognized branches 
of gambling before complicating the issue by 
including the bucket-shops and Board of 
Trade grain-gambling, in order that the 
greater evil may not eseape by reason of 
agitating the lesser. 


AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 

The carelesness, if not reckless indiffer- 
ence to accuracy, is perhaps especially re- 
markable in some of the branches of the 
“Department of Agriculture” at Washing- 
ton. ‘This bureau is making desperate et- 
forts to be ralsed to the dignity of a separate 
branch of the Government, with a-chief es- 
tablished asa member of the Cabinet, Its 
latest fulmination in the way gi information 
is Special Report No. 41,” in which the de- 
partment professes to give information upon 
the prodpetion of cereals of the United 
States for the year 1881, Among other sta- 
tistics published for the information and in- 
struction of mankind are tables showing the 
production in bushels, the yield per acre, the 
number of acres in cultivation, and the price 
per bushel, with the aggregate value of the 
wheat, corn, oats, barley, rye, and buck- 
wheat in each and all of the States of the 
United States in the year 1881. In thjs table 
we find the following figures as to prices per 
bushel in Lilinois in 1881; 

Corn, 5s cents; wheat, $1.22; oats, 43 cents, 

These are given as the prices paid to pro- 
ducers at the nearest railway-station or other 
point ef shipment, and of course include 
nothing for transportation. With an occa- 
sional exception, and for a brief time for 
limited quantities, the prices of wheat, corn, 


in any other place in Illinois, and the prices 
here of necessity incladed the cost of trans- 
portation to this place from the points of 
production. The figures given by the de- 
- partment at Washington make no discrim- 
ination as to the grade or quality of either 
grain, but the prices stated are given as the 
average of the whole crop of the State. 
Now. it is known that the prices of wheat, 
corn, and oats vary according to quality, and 
the average prices paid in this city from Au- 
gust, 1881, to January, inclusive, for the 
standard or merchantable grain were about 
as flows, which we contrast, with those 
furndhed by the department as obtained for 
the whole crop taken together at the points 


of production:

The prices at Chteane are those exclusively 
for the standard grades, and Include the cost 
of an average transportation of 200 miles by 
rail with the cost of handling, while those 
given by the department profess to be the 
prices obtained by the shippers at the rail- 
way stations nearest to the place-ef produc- 
tion. When the prices paid for the inferior 
grades are averaged with those obtained 
from the prime qualities the inaccuracy of 
the department figures is rendered still more 
evident, 

Making a fair allowance for the inferior 
qualities of the several kinds of grain anda 
proper allow anee for the cost of transporta- 
tion, etc., a fair statement of the probable 
maximum prices obtained at the places of 
production for the crop of Illinois in 1881, as 
compared with that given by the so-called 
guesswork at the Department of Agriculture, 
may be thus given:

These flgures, whieh are as liberal as the 
facts will permit, show that the department 
is ont of the way 10 cents per bushel on 
wheat, six cents on corn, and seven cents on 
oats, and as this error applies to 26,000,000 
bushels of wheat, 176,000,000 bushels of 
corn, and 66,000,000 bushels of oats, it is a 
serious one, whether taken in detall or in 
gross. An error of this magnitude in an 
aggregate of 266,000,000 bushels amounts to 
about $18,000,000 in the crop of this State. 

The same report, which professed to be an 
authorized official statement by the National 
Government, states as the prices given in Lowa, 
wheat $1.06, corn 44 cents, and oats 34 cents 
per bushel. These are an approximation to the 
prices paid for wheat, corn, and oats in Chi- 
cago, less the cost of fransportation, and, as 
the surplus cropsof Iowa find their way.to 
Chicago, these figures confirm, so far as the 
figures of the department can confirm any- 
thing, those which we have given as the 
probable prices obtained for the grain at the 
places of growth in Lilinois. 

Inasmuch as the value of grain is gov- 
erned by whatis obtained for the surplus, 
and as all the surplus wheat, corn, and oats 
of 1881 have not been sold, and part thereof 
remains to be sold, the attempt by the sta- 


“tistician of the department to fix the value

Since the above was written we have re- 
ceived and published in Tug Tripune the 
statement of the Illinois State Agricultural 
Department, giving the details ot the corn 
crop of this State, including the prices of 
corn in first hands in 1881. The report, how- 
ever, does not give any figures as to wheat 
and oats. The average price given by the 
State Board for the corn of 1881 is 53 cents 
per bushel. This is substantially the same 
statement as we have given. It may be said 
that, there being in many places in the in- 
terior of the State a partial failure of corn, 
the demand for local consumption has re- 
duced the ordinary difference between the 
prices in first hands and the prices in Chi- 
cago to the ‘extent of several cents per 
bushel. 


Tun beautiful system of training children 
from 4 to 7 years of age known as the 
Fröbel System” has at last been intro- 
duced in Chicago under excellent auspices.

BUCKEI-SHOPS AND GRAIN GAMBLING 

The growing practice of gambling in n 
and produce promises to lead to a curious 
complication in this city, some idea of which 
may be gathered from a statement of exist- 
ing conditions. Some weeks ago the grand 
jury, under the spur and whip of publie 
opinion, undertook the investigation of 
gambling. Owing to the dense ignorance of 
the Mayor and police as to the location and 
personnel of the gambling establishments, 
the grand jury found it easier to ex 
‘*bucket-shops”’ than the faro-banks. 
the backet-shops in the class of gamb! 
noxious to the law and public moratity n 
ally brought delight to the hearts of the reg- 


ng

ular Board-of-Trade men. If there is anything | 


the Board ef Trade abhors it is speculative 
gambling. in about the same sense that Nature 
abhors avacuum. Besides, the transactions 
in the “bucket-shops” are presumed 
by the Board of Trade to interfere 
to some extent with the larger and 
therefore more respectable transactions in 
the Chamber of Commerce Building, Con- 
sequently the Board of Trade was eager to 
encourage the movement for the suppres- 
sion of the bucket-shops, and a practical step 
in that direction was taken by having the 
Western Union Telegraph Company shat off 
the quotations sent to the bucket-shops 
through the “tickers.” The Board of Trade 
went so far in its anxiety for public morals 
that it intimated a purpose to exclude the 
Western Union Telegraph Company from 
the privilege of gathering the quotations ou 
the board unless these quotations were with- 
held from the wicked men who gamble in 
the bucket-sheps. The prospect of being 
forced out of business by losing the tele- 
graphic report of the quotations upon which 
their operations are conducted has induced 
the owners of the bucket-shops to apply to 
the courts, and Judge Tuley has granted a 
temporary injunetion restraining the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company from violat- 
ing alleged ¢ontracts to furnish the bucket- 
shép operators with quotations, and compell- 
ing the company to keep the “ ticker” going 
until the question can be argued on its 
merits, 

Altogether the situation is rather laugha- 
ble, Itis enconraging and edifying beyond 
expression to find the Board of Trade 80 
earnestly enlisted in the suppression of 
bueket-shop gambling, but the effort is beset 
with many diffleulties. There are certain 
obtuse minds that cannot distinguish be- 
“tween the morality of selling short 500 bush- 
elsof grain in the “bucket-shop” and 5,000 
bushels on the Board of Trade, one story 
higher. In both cases operators sell stuff 
which they do notown and never expect to 
deliver, and the only difference which appears 
to the stupid outsider is in the amount 
of the grain, or, in other words, the size of 
the bet on the future price of the stuff. 
Legal as well as moral difficulties attend the 
question, If, for instance, the grand jury 
pow in session should Indict the owners of 
the bucket-shops about the same time the 
Circuit Court should confirm the injunction 
compelling the telegraph company to supply 
the bucket-shops with quotations, where 
would the charge of contempt rest in sucha 
case—upon the Judge or the grand jury? 
There would certainly be a serious confilct. 
The court would be in the attitude of com- 
pelling the telegraph company to furnish the 
bucket-shops with the material required to 
conduct an illegal business, or else the grand 
jury would be open to the charge of indict- 
ing and persecuting certain good citizens en- 
joying the protection of the court in the con- 
duct of a legitimate business. Here is a 
possible conflict of authority which may con- 
vulse the town.

The hall in whieh 
the meeting took place was inaccessible as a 
frontier fortress, every aventie of approach be- 
ing watched by vigilant delegates, who were de- 
termined to foil the ingenious efforts of the re- 
porters to discover what was the nature of the 
secret deliberations. A pledge of secrecy was 
enjoined upon each delegate, who was urged by 
the presiding officer not to divulge any of the 
proceedings; bat, despite the untiring ef- 
forts of the members to prevent their do- 
ings transpiring, the facts were gathered by 
your correspondent, At 1 o'clock the meeting 
was calied to order by Taomas E. Miller, Sena- 
tor from Beaufort County, and Maj. Paray Noah, 
of Columbia, acted as Secretary. These officers 
were made the permanent officers of the con- 
vention. The President @xplained the object 
of the meeting, and dwelt upon the heavy griev- 
ances under which thé Republicans of South 
Carolina suffer, and then declared that it now 
remained with the Republicans now assembled 
to suggest some remedies and take such steps to 
abate these hardships as became wise 
but determined and patriotic members of 
the great Republican party. The names of 
the delegates were then enrolled, and nearly all 
the counties in the State were fuund to be repre- 
sented. Some countivs sent only one delegate, 
while others sent as many as seven. When it 
was announced that all the preliminary matters 
of organization had been arranged and the meet- 
ing was ready for businessa large number of 
resoludons, all of which bad been previously 
drawn up, and all expressing the same spirit, 
were presented. The burdenof these resolu- 
tions was that the Republicans of this State 
have been subjected to sore oppression by the 
dominant party; that the Democrats have 
enacted laws designed to perpetuate their 
power at the expease of all other parties; that 
the late Legislature passed many grinding and 
unjust laws, which, if enforced, will bring ruin 
upon the masses and disfranchise two-thirds of 
the Republicans of the State. Lhe new regis- 
tration and election laws were denounced in 
bold terms. Several of thege resolutions called 
upon Cougress to come to succor of the Re- 

ublicans and foil these tyfanuical enactments. 
cach of these resolutions elicited more or less 
discussion. It was finally determined, to satisfy 
all parties, that all these utions be prepared 
by a special committee. This cummittee was 
appointed, and immediately addressed itseif to 
the work. In the meantime the convention took 
a recess until 5 o'clock in the afternoon, when 
it reassembied to hear the report. The commit- 
tee’s report was in the form of a preamble and 
several long resolutions, setting forth in indig- 
nant terms the grievances of the party, citing 
the reiative numerical strength of the two par- 
ties in South Carolina, emphasizing the injustice 
and wrongs of the recent election and registra- 
won laws, and callmg upon Congress to interfere. 
Tais paper was well one and it was 
expected by ita framers it would be adopted 
without opposition; but in this they were miss- 
taken, for u long and acrimonious debate on- 
sued, and some of the ablest members, inciud- 
ing United States District-Attorney Samuel W. 
Melton, Shrewsbury, and K. P. Chatfieid, took 
sides agaiust the resoldu Melton delivered 
a very loug and able speech, Which made a deep 
impression on bis bearers. As it was apparent 
that the resviutions vould not pass in their pres- 
enushape, it was agreed to leave the whole, mat- 
ter in the hands of the Federal eiection- officers, 
and to ask the Government to make suitable 
provisions to obtain legal reg®&tration under the 
Federal Election law for all the voters in the 
State. It was determined that it would not be 
wise to call a State Convendon. It would be 
better to let the fight be made in the counties. 
This is all that has leaked out upto the present 
time, and at a late hour the convention is still 
in session.

Movement Looking to the Reorganiza- 
tien of the City under the General 
law of 187%. x 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

OrrTawa, III., March 1.—The sunject of reo 
ganizing the city under the general iaw of 1872 
is receiving considerable attention just at this 
time, the question having been submitted to a 
vote of the people, to be held at the time of the 
charter election on the th inst. For the pur- 
new law 
discussed a public meeting was held in Turn- 
Hall last evening. The principal speakers were 
ex-Mayor Richolson, D. B. Snow, Esq., City-At 
torney Moloney, D. P. Jones, Esq., and Ald. Me- 
Dougall. All of these, with the exception of the 
first-named, were outspoken of the change. Mr. 
Richoison scarcely knew what to think, but 
seemed to oppose. The business and profes- 
sional men ail, or neariy all, favor making the 
change on the ground that there seems to be 
some question as to the present taxing power 
under the charter, some claim that for mu- 
nicipal purposes it is limited to five mills, others 
ten mitis, while a third class maintains that 
there is no limit to the power of the Council to 
levy taxes. 

Among the ward politicians there is a decided 
opposition to making any change which shal! 
leave them out—which will debar them 
from occupying the honorable seats 
of Aldermen, A census of the 
city is being taxen to ascertain whether there 
are 10,000 inhabitants from present returns. The 
number will fall short about n or 40 only 
showing a gain in the past year and a half of 
1,500, but not enough to retain the present num- 
ber of wards—seven. To redistrict the city and 
reduce the number of Aldermen to ten instead 
of fourteen is what these politicians do not wish 
to see done. N

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AMUSEMENTS 
Concert by the Apollo Club at Maste 
Hall. 

The Apollo Club gave its second concert of the 
season at Central Music- Hall last night. It was 
au old-time Männerchor entertainment, of the 
kind that wou for the society its enviable repu- 
tation, and forcibly recalled the splendid work 
done by this organization four and five years 
ago. The Apollo is an old favorit with music- 
lovers in this city, and to attend its annual con- 
certs is both a privilege anda pleasure. Nor 
does it deteriorate with age Or chanved agsocia- 
tions, It is still a Strong and admirably 
trained musical society, and the concert last 
night was both satisfactory and enjoyable. 
The soloists of the evening bad been announced 
as Miss Emily Winaut and Mme, Teresa Carreno, 
the former a stranger to us, and the latter well 
known and always welcome. Unfortunately, the 
old saying that “Man proposes but God dis- 
poses was destined to receive another illustra- 
tion. During the afteracon the managers were 
informed that Mme. Carreno was laid up with 
an attack of rheumatism at Marshaltown, Ia. 
and would not therefore be able to play. “For 
the second time in the history of this society,” 
said President Iawagen. “now in its tenth year 
of existence, we are obliged to announce a dis- 
appointment on the part of one of our artiste.” 
It was, of course, unfortunate, but there was no 
help for it, and Mme. Eugenie Rice consented to 
take Mme. Carreno’s place on the program. Of 
Miss Winant, the other soloist, nothing was 
known save that she was to take part in the May 
Festival as a contraito soloist with Miss Cary, 
and that ber selection was due to Mr. Thomas, 
who is rarely mistaken in recognizing a singer 
or musician of real merit. Miss Winant has 
been the contralto of St. Thomas’ Church, New 
York, and, until within three years, nas contined 
ber vocal efforts exclusively to church music. 
Latterly she has sung in some few concerts 
and in festivals, also with the Philhar- 
monie Society, and her success has been 
marked and apparently well-merited. On last 
night's program there were two novelties: a 
quartet and chorus from “ Henry the Fowler,” 
by KE. Fromm, and the cantata,“ King Olaf” 
Christmas,” by Dudley Buck. The other selec- 
tions had been heard before, 

Mr. Wilde had the first number, Kreb's con- 
cert fugue in G for the organ. Both in this 
piece and in bis subsequent accompaniment to 
the choral work, Mr. Wilde proved bimselt to be 
an organist of merit and witha good under- 
stahding of his intricate instrument.

New Yorn, Maren 2.~—Nearly 500,000 immi- 
grants passed the New York quarantine lust 
season—the largest number ever known in a 
single year in the history of this country. The 
indications now are that at least 650,000 immi- 
erants willarrive this year. Already the tide 
has begun to sweep bitherwara, and the coming 
month will find the steamship companies making 
extra exertions to accommodate the people on 
the other side who are seeking passage to the 
New Worid. 

It is estimated that fully 80 per dos of the 
immigration at this point finds its way to the 
West and Northwest. The natural] route for 
these foreign birds of passage to the regions 
where they purpose making their future bomes 
is by way of Chieago. There they are parcelea 
off and distributed to conligueus and near-by 
States. While New York is the storm- door 
through which these people pass the cattie- pen, 
80 to speak, into which they are berded for the 
moment fur joading on the trains—Chicago is 
the vestibule into which they finally pase, 
awaiting apportionment, and where they for the 
first time after arrival here are brought into di- 
reet contact with a large percentage of the 
resident pooulation. 

The opportunity for the dissemination of in- 
fectious and contagious diseases through tais 
channel is one of the best. That the germs of 
small-pox have during the past year been 
beuatifully scattered through this medium. is a 
fact well known by residents of Chivago, and 
that a certain large proportion of the original 
cases belong to the fresh immigrant eiement, 
consigned to the- West trom New York quarat- 
time, has been clearly demonstrated by ‘the 
bea: th cflicers of yuur city. 

THE ENTIRE IMMIGRATION OF THE UNITED 
STATES 
is brought to these shores by steam@lips, there- 
fore steaiasbip companies are the patties most 
directly responsible fur the introducnon of dis- 
ease § through the medium of this human 
element. No beaith regulations can insure 
against the development of yeéllow-fever or 
cholera; sanitary conditions oniy can aid in ar- 
resting the spread of such plagues. With small- 
pox, however, the situation 16 different: a Na- 
tionai preventive can be employed which med- 
ical science has demonstrated is entirely effect- 
ive in protecting the human family against the 
contraction of this terrible disease. This pre- 
yentive agent is vaccination. 

The steamship companies bringing to the 
United States the hundreds of thousands of im- 
migrants now yearly seeking homes here are

principally English, German, and French. It 
may, perhaps, be considered unjust by many to 
say it, but it seems to be a fact, nevertheless, 
that these steamship companies are totally in- 
different to the results arising from -the contact 
of these néwcomers with the population of the 
Union. 
agents only, striving for cargoes—either ma- 
terial or human—and it matters little to them 
whether there is disease in that cargo, so long 
as they secure the carrying price. They will 
place an emigrant in New York, or other port 
touched, even though that emigrant may have 
small-pox, without so much as taking the slight- 
est step, voluntarily, to prevent the spreading of 


‘the contagion. They have done their duty in 


bringing the emigrant over here; now let the 
people take care of him and check the spread of 
the disease if they can.

to their own and this Nation's interests in that 
they receive all who come on the other side the 
ocean—paupers and criminais even not always 
excepted—and ask no certificate of protection 
against mall-pox. If an omigrant is apparently 
healthy he can take shipboard, no matier if be 
has the day berore been exposed to small-pox 
and ie without vaceination. It is the money the 
company wants.. Competition makes the mar- 
gine small, and every dollar counts. If that 
emigrant going aboard at Liverpool, or Ham- 
burg, or Bremen, or Havre, or at Italian ports 
has contracted the germs of small pox the day 
before he sails, the germs are undeveloped when 
he reacbes New York, appear about the time he 
reaches Chicago, end whatis the result? Chi- 
caro is made whe breeding station for the 
plague. Many also escape into New York City, 
and begin the work of death here.

FORFEITED Ds. 
The County-Attorney ‘preparing undera 


‘resolution of the board adopted some time ago 


a list of the cases in the Criminal Court since the 
fire in which bonds have been forfeited.: The 
list will be laid before the board Monday, and will 
giveatull history of each case. The report 
will indicate that if the bonds had been coliected 
there would be considerable money in the 
Treasury, provided the State’s-Attorney had no 
claim upon the fund for fees. It will also show 
that the reason more of the bonds have not 
been collected is tnat it has been a convenient 
custom on the part of several judges to set aside 
forfeitures and judgements at will. He will take 
the ground—and his report will back him up, it 
is said—that in most cases the Judges have set 
aside the judgments or executions after the ex- 
pirauon of their terms in the Criminal Court, 
which he holds to be illegal. And then, again, 
where compromises have been made by the 
State's- Attorney whether by paying a part of 
the judgment, or the costs, that what has been 
paid can only be credited upon the original ex- 
ecution, and in nowise releases tne bondsmen 
from their obligutions. The real question be- 
hind the whole matter is whether the State's- 
Attorney is entitied to any fees under the Con- 
stitution, and whether the old custom of his 
pocketing the proceeds of all forfeited bonds is 
a legal one or not. Attention was called to this 
some weeks ago, and the Judiciary Committee 
of the board was instructed to look into it and 
report.

ON CHANGE. 

THE TELEGRAPH COMPANIES AND THE 
BUCKET-SHOPS—DISCIPLINING A RAILROAD 
MAN—A BREAK IN WHEAT. 

The telegraph companies have been requested 

Hy the Board of Trade committee, appointed 
some time ago, to cease furnishing market 
quotations collected on Change to the bucket- 
shops here and in the country towns after March 
15, and the bucket-shops, as was stated in Tux 
TRIBUNE'S law columus yesterday, filed a bill to 
enjoin them from doing any such thing, and ob- 
tained a temporary injanction on ‘the strength 
of it. * 
A representative of the Western Union Teile- 
graph Company declined to outline yesterday 
the policy they were likely to pursue in the mat- 
ter, merely making the indefinit statement that 
they should aim to work for the interests of the 
business community. 

The Mutual Union Company say they do not 
wish to do anything that is against the interests 
of the Board of Trade. If the board desire that 
their quotations shall not be furnished these In- 
stitutions, the company will probably decline to 
furnish them. 

It is claimed that the telegraph companies are 
permitted on the board for the convenience of 
the members. and do not pay for the privilege 
of being there, and have, therefore, no legal 
right to collect the market quotations 
which belong to the board and sell them 
to outsiders without the Dboard’s consent. 
Asservantsof the public, the companies, it is 
granted, cannot refuse to accept messages, but 
the Board of Trade claims the right to say 
whether they shall give its quotations to Tom, 
Dick, and Harry. The contracts made by the 
companies with bucket-sheps, etc., to furnish 
these figures are for them to settle between 
themselves. : 

THE SUSPENDED RAILROADER. 

Members of the Board of Trade say the Direct- 
ors did just right in voting to suspend the repre- 
sentative of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad from 
the privilewes of the floor, owing to the delay of 
the road in settlinga claim.

WOMEN’S WORK. 


THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE EXCHANGE 
tor women's work was held yesterday at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel. Mrs. W. D. Houghteling, 
the Secretary, made a report, in which she men- 
tioned in detail the advancementof the ex- 
change since its organization in May, 1879, with 
the comparative profits of each year and the 
prospects forthe future. Last year the sales 
grew each montb, and the gratifying result was a 
total of $8,660. Of this amount all but 10 per 
cent was paid to the depositors. So encouraged 
do they feel that the managers have renewed 
the lease of the quarters on Wabash avenue 
ana Monroe street now occupied by the ex- 
change and have reéngaged the same corps of 
employés. The expenses have been somewhat 
lessened by the reletting of a part of the rooms, 
but. regardless of this and other ecovomies prac- 
ticed, the exchange feels the need of increased 
friends to carry out enlargements and other im- 
provements contemplated. To meet these re- 
quirements $1,500 is needed. During the past 
year the number of articles sold was 9,013, and 
their value $8,660; the amount paid deposit- 
ors was $7,i34, and the commissions to 
the exchange amounted to $876. Ot 
these receipts $4,987 came from the 
sales of cake,fruit,ana pickles. In the sewing de- 
partment $18 was realized from 185 lessons, and 
177 articles were stamped, the receipts for which 
were $36. 

Mrs. R. L. North, Chairman of the Fruit and 
Cake Committee, reported a marked improve- 
ment in the quality of goods sent in by deposit- 
ors during the past year, and assigns as the rea- 
son of this the strict rules enforced by the ex- 
change. She stated that fruit and cake are not 
alone furnished its customers in Chicago, but 
that orders have been received from Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Council Bluffs, Omaha. and even Ari- 
zona ahd Colorado. There are at present thirty- 
seven contributors. The receipts from the sales 
of cake and pastry for the year were $3,906, and 
for fruit and pickles, $1,081.

Abraham's explanation is of a piece with the 
general tenor of his sneaking, cowardly life, 
and. leaves him and his handsome wife in the 
position in which Abimelech had placed them 
viz. : 2 of heathen.

According to the report of the Weighmaster 
of the Buffalo Boara of Trade there came un- 
der his purview during the year 1881 22,715,500 
bu of grain skipped from Chicago elevators, on 
whieh there was a shortage of 13,013 bu and an 
overplus of 9,372 bu, leaving an actual shortage 
of 3,645 bu on the year’s receipts from this port. 
The greatest average per 1,000 bu overplus is 
credited to the Central A Elevator, 0.62, and the 
greatest shortage is given to the Northwestern, 
0.624 per 1,000 bu. - 

There appears to be a hitch in the closing of 
March contracts for flaxseed. These contracts 
cover about 25,000 bu, and the average price 
thereon is about $1.31. One party has already 
refused to receive the seed, and others are be- 
lieved to be inclined the same way. in one or 
two ‘instances the seed has been loaded on 
cars| and wil be tendered today. If 
the tender is refused it will be 
sold on account of the firms so refusing and 
claims for differences formally made. The flax- 
seed market has been in a very abnormal state 
for the past fortuight. Certain parties have 
daily bought lots at prices from 5 to Se higher 
than the same quantity of seed has sold to others, 
the former purchases, as claimed, being of seed 
far above the standard of the merchnantabie ar- 
ticle. At the same time, the price of seed in New 
York bas not warranted these bigh figures. 
Telegrams yesterday stated that $135 was the 
best price that could be obtained for merchant- 
able seed. With the freight charge at over 10c 
per bu, there would not much profit in ahip- 
ping to the East at the lowest figures paid here. 
Stocks here are stated to be nearly twice as large 

at the same time last year. 

wit is understood that the investigation of the

months it is estimated that 1,500,000 persons, 
were vaccinaged in Illinois, and there has been a 
very marked coincidence between the time of 
the decline of the epidemic and the general en- 

forcement of vaccination. 

In conclusion, the Secretary recommended to 
the consideration of the board thé ques- 
tions as to what further measures should be 
adopted, or modifications of existing orders 
made, with relerence to the vaccination of 
school children, and, secondly, bow the immense 
amount of material now on hand be best 
utilized for the prevention of future small-pox 
- epidemics, 

Dr. A. Lea@lark was appointed to prepare a 
plan for future action, and submit orders to be 
promuigated relative to the further vaccination 
of children, and other measures to still better 
coutrol the epidemic.

High Rents and Prices. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, March 2.—We are in the midst of an 
era of extortion in Chicago. Everything that is 
necessary for the support of the people is 
doubled in cost. We talk of the extortionate 
charges of railroads, while some of those who 
make the charges are themselves extortionists. 
Extortion in all forms exists at our very doors. 
It is not usury that now oppresses us. It is 
landlords and the dealers in all kinds of com- 
modities. * 

Nothing can be cheap while rents are 80 
bign. We are all struggling to pay the land- 
lords. All our children have tofind employ- 
ment to doit. Rooms I formerly rented for $8 
# month I have now to pay 815 for. [it costs 40 
per cent more to builda house now than three 
years ago.] I went four miles out, and I could 
only get four rooms for a family of eight 
for 81. lt is the same even with 
meat. [But wages have risen immensely since 
1879. e cost of meat is the next biggest 
swindie to rent. The dealers down-town nearly 
double their money on it. My wife went out to 

tking-houses one day and bought steak 
for 10 cents that costs 2) on Adams street; sau- 
~ for six or seven cents that cost 12 on 
Adams street; bam for nine cents that cost 15 
down-town. How is this? But the high rents 
are the main cause of it all. 

[Uign rents naturally follow active demand 
for houses and great increase in cost of build- 
ing. Capitalists have now to pay for labor, lum- 
ber, brick, stove, and everything immensely 
more than three years ago. There ig a constant 
flood of people pouring into the city—faster 
than dwellings can be provided for them, and 
the “ Koights of Labor are demanding higher 
wages continually, and just as fast as wages are 
ſorced up so will rents and all store goods ad- 
vance; dear labor makes dear goods.—Ep. } ; 

They give the excuse to the swindling dealers, 
who charge the consumer accordingly. What if 
we do get an additional 25 or 50 cents per day on 
our wages, doesn't it All go again to the extor- 
tioners, and we are loft as poor as ever? FEvery- 
thing is raised BW to’ per ct on us. Kents, 
fuel, clothing, and tod are all double what . 
ought to be under falr dealing. Places that ad- 
vertise “pants down usain one- third more 
for clothes than taey did a year ago. 

What is the remedy? Cooperation. When the 
people learn to pull together against usury and 
extortion, the traderé will whistle for their ex- 
tortionate profits. No wonder they get rich 
and build fine houses’ on the avenues and the 
boulevards. 

The papers have great sympathy for the poor 
persecuted Jews. st them have some for their 
own people. The Jews are the greatest op- 
pressors of the poor we nave.

The Proposed N nal School Fund.

TrskiLWwaA, III., March 2.—Senator Logan's bill 
to create a National sehool fund is a new de- 
parture, far-reaching in its resulis, and of 
course excites comment.

But conscientiogs objections are made to the 
use of this money.

I assent to these opiniousof education and of 
the liquor tratlic, antt would do nothing to weak- 
en their force; but I think chat temperance 
argument that is attempted some is not 
sound. The fallacy comes by confounding the 
government tax ou spirits with the municipal 
license system, whereas they ure dissimilar. 

The Government tax ig an exaction on manu- 
facturers ana dealers, but it promises no guar- 
autees, States and locuiities may move agaiust 
the business to the extent of prohibition, like 
Kansas, if they choose. is Government tax 
is a weight upon the business—a weight so great 
that the whole liquor interest is now moving to 
get the tax reduced, and then to get it wholly 
removed. This Government tax is a practical 
temperance measure, so important that some 
course should be taken to insure its vontinu- 
ance. 

But it is triumphantly asked, “ls it right to 
use the money to educate our children?” 

lanswer: If it it right to exact the money, it 
is not wrong to apply it to any good use, The 
mouey arising from fines for certain offenses ig 
now placed in the school fund without objection. 
The Government tax on spirits is now applied 
to the payment of the depot incurred in saving 
the life of the Nation. This, too, is a sacred 
purpose, but no one is beard to object on that 
aecount. To educate the rising generation is 
also saving the Nation with its free institutions. 
SO the new proposition to apply this tax to edu- 
cation is not much out of line morally with the
